Background: The Military Department (MD) manages 33 readiness centers, also known as
armories, throughout the state. The National Guard (NG) utilizes armories when conducting
training. An organization may, at the Adjutant General's discretion, use armories for its
community activities when the activities do not impair the NG's mission, the activities meet
MD regulations, and the organization pays a fixed rental charge. Currently, armory use is
limited to casual civic purposes, amateur and professional sports, and theatrical events.

Revenue from the rental of armories is deposited into accounts for each particular armory.
The monies from these accounts are used specifically for the maintenance and upgrade costs
or to purchase goods and services such as chairs, televisions, and janitorial services, which
are made available for public use.

Summary of Bill: Armories may be rented for public and private use. The Adjutant General
determines the rental charge for each armory.

Effective Date: Ninety days after adjournment of session in which bill is passed.
